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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stern et 
al. (US 5755715). In column 5 lines 10+ and figure 6b, Stern etal. disclose a probe 
adapted to contact body tissue, and having at least one electrode, at least one 
temperature sensor capable of measuring the temperature of the probe and generating 
signals representative of the temperature, a controller comprising generation means for 
generating electromagnetic energy and supplying said energy to the at least one 
electrode, and control means for receiving the signals from the at least one temperature 
sensor and controlling the generation means such that the temperature of the probe is 
ramped up to a temperature, first equilibration the temperature of the probe is held 
substantially constant at the equilibration temperature for a period of time to allow the 
temperature of different parts of the probe to equilibrate, and the temperature of the 
probe is then increased to and maintained at a final steady state temperature. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/20/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Stern's first temperature region over a first period of time 
for thermal mapping is contrary to Applicant's equilibration temperature or first threshold 
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temperature for equalizing the temperature throughout the probe both in function and 
also differs in temperature ranges with Stern's temperatures being substantially one half 
of Applicant's claimed temperatures. Applicant also states that Stern's second 
temperature region for the second period of time used for ablating is lower than 
Applicant's final steady state temperature or Applicant's second higher threshold 
temperature. 

Stern et al. disclose the steps of initially ramping the temperature of the probe up, 
holding the temperature constant for a period of time and then increasing the 
temperature as illustrated in figure 6B. Since Stern et al. disclose the same method 
steps as claimed by Applicant required for equilibrating the temperature of the probe, 
Stern et al. inherently performs the same function. Regarding the temperature ranges, 
Stern et al. disclose that the value of the temperature is based on what the physician 
wants to maintain at the ablation site. As illustrated in figure 1 the temperature can be 
between 20 degrees and 120 degrees. Therefore, Stern et al. meet the temperature 
range requirement as claimed.
